Truek hseaie 
Royal Visit Day 


Permits to truck owners who may 
carry passengers to the Royal Visit 
Celebration at Wainwright will have 
to.comply with the following rules: 

1. Not more than one passenger -in 
addition to the driver shall be allowed 
to ride in the cab of the truck. 


2. The body of the truck shall he 
enclosed by a strong rack with. side 
boards firmly fixed in-place and the 
rack shall not be less than four feet 
in height. 

8. Passengers shall be provided 
with seating facilities in the body of 
the truck and.no-standing up of pass 
sengers shall be allowed. 

4. The truck ghall not travel at a 
speed in excess of 25 miles per hour 
and shall be brought to a dead stop 
before proceeding to cross any rail 
way right-of-way. 

5. If the party consists of children 
under 12 years of age, one adult shall 
be seated in the back of the truck and 
shall be responsible for discipline. 

6. The driver of the truck shall 
hold a chauffer’s license and shall be 
an experienced driver. 

7. Before starting the truck on the 
said trip the driver shall arrange to 
have his brakes thoroughly tested by 
a competent garage operator. 

8. The permit does not authorize 
the collection of fees for the services.

“There is evidence of unusual inter- 
est from many parts of Canada in 
the progress being made at the Mont- 
real-Alberta deep test well at Wain- 
wright,” says a report from Messrs. 
George Graham and James Ross, of 
Edmonton, officials of the company,

the Oil Examiner; this being the first 
official news of the resumption of ac- 
tivity in this field for the 1939 drilling 
season. 

This well is now being drilled by 
L. H. Meiklejohn, of Wainwright, who 
entered into a contract to complete 
the well. He says difficulties that 
heretofore held up drilling operations 
have been entirely overcome and that 
steady . drilling progress is being 
made. .

MUST STOP CAR BEFORE 


ENTERING MAIN HIGHWAY} 


Steps to bring about a reduction in 
traffic accidents on highways in this 
province were indicated in an amend- 
ment to the Vehicles and Highway 
Traffic act, introduced and passed at 
the recent session of the Alberta leg- 
islature. . = 

The effect of a new section of the 
act is to bring vehicles to a stop at a 
point not less than 50 feet before en- 
tering the main highway. ° 

During recent years, many serious 
and some fatal accidents have oc- 
curred through cars being driven 
from secondary on to main highways, 
without the drivers being required to 
exercise proper precautions. 

This condition was brought to the 
attention of the provincial govern- 
ment last year by officials of the .Al- 
berta Motor Association. At that 
time, the A.M.A. urged that vehicles 
should be required to be brought to a 
stop at a safe distance from the high- 
way, before proceeding. 

The amendment to the act is now 
in effect, the act having been assented 
to when the legislature was pro- 
rogued. .
